Brussets, Jan. 29.—bBrussels was 
truly a city of mourning to-day, the 
day of Prince Baudouin’s funeral, 
black bunting, draped flags and crepe 
being seen on all sides. The funeral 
was attended with the usual ecenes of 
pomp and ceremony, and there was 
an air of genuineand universal mourn- 
ing in every direction. Homes, banks 
and public buildings were closed. 
The center of attraction was around 
the Cathedral of St. Gudule. 

At 8 o’clock this morning St. Gud- 
ule was overflowing with an immense 
congregation which had assembled. 
This assemblage was allowed to re- 
main in the cathedral until 9 a. M., 
when the troops marched into the | 
building from several different doors 
and cleared it sufficiently to leave 
space for the funeral service and for 
distinguished personages invited to be 
present at the funeral ceremony. 

The whole interior of the cathedral 
was covered with immense sable 
hangings fringed and ornamented with 
heavy silver bullion. The catafalque 
to receive the coffin was erected in the 
center of the grand transcept and in 
front of the chancel. The temas was 
covered with a massive black canopy, 
superbly ornamented with silver. The 
cathedral is ablaze with light. - 
gorgeous aitar formed the culminat- 
ing point, it being one of the most au- 
perb scenes ever witnessed within this 
ancient, historical cathedral.

Stories and Stories of 
Other Animals.” ‘“While I have no hesi- 
tation abont Felating instances bearing 
on this statement, I prefer to tell of oc- 
currences which indicate no actual rea- 
soning power in the animal. 

‘It is customary in the settlements to 
water the cattle from large wooden 
buckets filled with water pumped from 
a well. This is done that they may not 
drink the water of the reservoirs, which 
is stagnant and unwholesome. Ordi- 
narily the pumping is done at early 
morning by one of the elephants, the 
work taking nearly an hour. Accus- 
tomed to the task, he does not wait to 
be ordered, and every morning, an hour 
before sunrise, he is at his labor with 
the precision of a living alarm-clock. 

“I was staying once at Trighinopoly, 
at the house of a friend of mine, a mer- 
chant, who owned a grand villa a few 
leagues outside the city. The sun was 
rising, and my servant had just awak- 
ened me for my bath. - Passing through 
the yard I saw a large white elephant 
working at tke pump. He closed his 
eyes sadly, and was apparently tryins: 
to turn his thoughts from his wearisome 
labor. He saluted my presence with a 
joyful flapping of his ears, for during 
the two days since my arrival I had 
given him many dainties, but he did not 
cease from his work, which had to be 
finished. ‘ 

“Tl was stroking him with my hand in 
passing, when I noticed that one of the 
two planks whicl: supported the bucket 
on either side had fallen away. It thus 
happened that the bucket, being up- 
held on one side only, spilled its con- 
tents, without a possibility of being 
filled. 

“The elephant did not think that his 
vrork was ended because one side of the 
bueket' was filled; nordid he attempt 
the impossible feat of trying to fill the 
other side until both sides were even. 
In a few minutes the water commenced 
to run from the lower side of the buck- 
et, and the animal began to show signs 
of uneasiness; nevertheless, he contin- 
ued to pump. Soon, however, he 
dropped the ;handle, and drew nearer 
to observe the cause of the trouble. He 
returned to the pump three times, each 
time coming back to examine the buek- 
et. Iawaited the end of this strange 
scene with unflagging interest. All at 
once a waving of the ears seemed to in- 
dicate that an idea had occurred to him. 

‘He came over .to lift up the plank 
that had fallen away, and for a moment 
I thought that he intended to put it 
back in its place under the lower side 
of the bucket. But he was not troubled

At the slightest noise 
which he does not understand, if he sees 
a jackal or hyena in the distant thicket, 
he instantly gathers his brood tinder his 
trunk, commences to roar with rage, 
and any thing, lion, tiger or man, which 
threatens harm to his charges, is in 
pdanger of being dashed to the ground. 

“In the lowlands of the Ganges, a 
swampy country covered with jungles 
and rice fields, the royal bengal tiger is 
found of great size and ferocity. The 
combats between this terrible beast and 
the elephant, guarding the cattle, serv- 
ants or children of his master, are of 
almost daily occurrence. The royal 
Bengal tiger is so fierce that he never 
refuses to fight his adversary, although 
the end of the combat generally finds 
him crushed to death under the feet of 
his terrible enemy. In spite of the fact 
that the elephant is an unpitying foe in 
his battles with the tiger, bear or rhi- 
noceros, he never molests the smaller, 
indffensive animals. No matter what 
power a keeper may have «ver him, it 
is impossible to make him crush an 
insect. 

‘There is a little insect which children 
in, France call ‘les betes a bon Dieu.’ 
The same insect is found in India, but 
growing toasize twice as large as in 
France. I have often seen one of these 
little creatures placed on a level surface, 
in the tronghs of a yard, for instance. 
I have seen the« elephant ordered to 
crush the insect, but never. for master 
or driver, would he lift his foot above it 
in passing by, evidently evoiding any 
opportunity todo harm. If, on the con- 
trary, he is commanded to bring it to 
you, he will pick it up delicately with 
his trunk and place itin your hands 
without bruising its wings.”

AMONG STRAY LETTERS. 


| A Glimpse at One of Uncle Sam’s 


Little Cemeteries. 


There are some queer things in 
Uncle Sam’s household, and none, more 
curious than the Dead-Letter Office. 
People in general have a vague idea of 
its importance, and of the amount of 
work done in that apparently insigni- 
ficant branch of the Post-Office Depart- 
ment. But they have no conception of 
the wit and wisdom interred in that 
little cemetery of Uncle Sam’s in a 
twelvemonth. 

More than six million letters drifted 
into that office of buried hopes in-a 
single year, and something over a hun- 
dred thousand magazines, papers and 
packages. The daily supply of ‘‘dead 
letters” is about eighteen thousand. 
“Not so very many,” some one re- 
marked, ‘‘when you remember that 
there are more than’ sixty thousand 
post-offices to be heard from.” But 
enough, surely, to prevent there being 
many idle hands in the Dead-Letter 


| Office, as most of the letters have to be 


opened. All those containing money 
are sent to the clerk, who keeps a 
record of the amount received each day. 
By the end of the. year it sometimes 
reaches the snug little sum of thirty- 
five or forty thousand dollars, which 
shows that there are people who have 
faith in the postal arrangements of our 
country. And their confidence is not 
usually misplaced, as most of the 
money is restored to the owners; how- 
ever, when there is no clew and it can 
not be returned, the United States 
Treasury is the gainer. In 1888 over 
eight thousand dollars was thus added 
to the much-talked-of ‘‘surplus.”’ 

Why mail matter goes astray is ac- 
accounted for in various ways, although 
many persons are inclined to hold Uncle 
Sam responsible for all mishaps. No 
doubt postmasters are sometimes at 
fault, but sins of omission on the part 
of the senders are more often the cause 
of loss and delay—thousands of letters 

ro not stamped, while oteors have no 
address. Of course, no one will believe 
there are many of the latter, neverthe- 
less, in one year nineteen thousand one 
hundred and ten of those blank en- 
velopes were sent to the .Dead-Letter 
Office. Then again, people are careless 
as well as absent-minded, and often 
misdirect or only partially address let- 
ters, which never reach their destina- 
tion, unless the clerk in the Dead-Let- 
ter Office can supply the missing link. 
In three hundred and sixty-five days 
over four hundred thousand such epis- 
tles were received. So it would seem 
that a thorough knowledge of cities and 
towns, as well as patience, practice and 
considerable shrewdness, is necessary to 
correct the blunders of the writing pub- 
lic. Who but a Dead-Letter-Office clerk 
with all her wits about her—for a wom- 
an has charge of that branch of the 
work—would imagine that “Bill Town,” 
Kan., was intended for Williamstown in 
that enterprising State? 

In the foreign department letters are 
not opened. 

‘It would be impossible,” said the 
brisk little woman in charge. ‘You 
see, we receive a thousand letters a 
week from Italy, about two thousand 
from England and the same number 
from Germany, not to mention other 
countries. Welook them over, and, if 
we have any information that furnishes 
a clew, try again to find the owners; 
otherwise they are returned unopened 
to the postal administration of the coun- 
try from which they come.” 

Foreigners have a way of ignoring 
the States that causes dire confusion. 
A letter directed to Fairfield, America, 
is as many-sided as the tariff question, 

and about as hopeless. ‘St. Duskin, 
America,” was easily located as San- 
dusky, O., but some letters become 
‘‘all tattered and torn” in going to and 
fro throughout the States seeking an 
owner. “The Russians give us the 
most trouble,” volunteered a bright 
woman who for thirteen years has been 
deciphering hieroglyphics, and under- 
stands all languages, except Chinese, 
sufficiently for her work. Who would 
imagine that it required such a linguist 


to straighten out the tangled web of 


foreign correspondence? Considerable 
general information is also needed, a 
knowledge of many countries and na- 
tions, and of the various States where 
the different nationalities most do con- 
gregate—and even then eternal vig- 
ilance will not insure success. 

What becomes of all the ‘“‘dead mail 
matter?” is often asked. The thousands 
of magazines, illustrated papers, pic- 
ture-cards and valentines that can not 
be returned to their owners are “dis- 
tributed,” by order of the Postmaster- 
General, “among the inmates of the 
various hospitals, asylums and other 
charitable institutions of the District of

Although every effort is made to 
find owners for the various things that 
drift into the Dead-Letter Office, so 
many packages remain unclaimed that 
at the end of each year an auction is 
held. It is a sort of departmental 
cleaning. No other sale in the 
draws such a crowd as Uncle Sam’s an- 
nual sale of ‘‘dead: mail. matter.” The 
packages are sold unopened, and al- 
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would call “buying a pigin a sack.” 
Of course, it is a hetegogeneous col} 
tion, as in these @lays almost every 
thing goes by mail, from a tuning-fork 
toa wedding trousseau—which latter 
was bought in New York several years 
ago, and sent in the mail-bags across 
the continent to the pretty bride on the 
Pacific coast. 

The museum of the Dead-Letter Of- 
fice ‘always interests visitors. There 
they see what extraordinary things 
people try to send through the mails 
and many interesting relics. There are 
two big’ axes on exhibition which look 
formidable enough for Administration 
weapons and cause the practical sight- 
seer to wonder whose purse was long 
enough to pay postage on such weighty 
articles. \ 

“A hitching-post, a loaded revolver” 
and sleigh-bells form a trio of curiosi- 
ties most unexpected among mail mat- 
ter. An Indian scalp and a skull are 
very appropriate relies for Uncle Sam’s 
cemetery, but they must be undéanny 
objects to find ina mail pouch. Among 
the odd things which attract attention 
is a letter from the far Northwest— 
where lumber is evidently more abun- 
dant than paper—written on a large 
shingle. 

It has long been an open secret that 
alligators, horned toads and all sorts of 
reptiles are smuggled through the 
mails if possible, and Uncle Sam has on 
exhibition several specimens of the ani- 
mal kingdom,.which he has confiscated. 

Surrounded by many strange and in- 
congruous things is an old mail-bag 
stained with blood, which tells the 
story of a brave man’s devotion to duty 
—even unto death—an Arizona mail- 
carrier who was killed by the Apache 
Indians in 1885. Another interesting 
relicis the ancient leather-bound vol- 
ume of fifty-three pages in which Ben- 
jamin Franklin kept the accounts of 
the Government when he was Postmas- 
ter-General. Ina still smaller book is 
a record of the uncalled-for or misdi- 


rected letters during eleven years—from 


1777 to 1788—which numbered three 
hundred and sixty-five. We have made 
rapid strides in acentury to reach an 
average of eighteen thousand ‘dead 
letters” aday. Although many ofthese 
letters are resurrected, sent out into the 
world again, and finally reach their 
destination, there are multitudes, of 
course, beyond the ken even of a Dead- 
Letter-Office clerk that can not be re- 
turned to their owners. Alas! what 
misery and misunderstandings may 
have been caused by the loss of some of 
these letters! The happiness of a life- 
time, perhaps; or the success. Never- 
theless, do not lay all the blame at 
Uncle Sam’s door, for you know not 
what you may have left undoné that 
you ought to have done. 

George Canning once said: “I can 
prove any thing by statistics except the 
truth.” Those people who are of his 
opinion may still have dqnbts, in spite 
of a peep behind the scenes, of the 
efficiency of the Dead-Letter Office, as 
the public no longer accepts the tradi- 
tion that figures will not lie.—E. F. 
Giddings, in N. Y. Ledger. 


CAPACITY OF THE EARTH. 


Ite Present Population and the Number 
It Will Hold. 

When will the earth have all the 
people upon it that it can accommo- 
date? That is a question which some 
sober economists and sociologists have 
lately thought fit to take into serious 
consideration, bringing to bear upon it 
the light of statistical research. 

Before the British Association for the 
Advancement of,Science, at its recent 
meeting,-Mr. Ravenstein, a well-known 
statistician, estimated that, whereas 
the total population of the earth is now 
a little less than one billion five hun- 
dred millions, there is room on the 
earth for very nearly six billions of in- 
habitants. 

That is to say, when the space on the 
earth available for the ‘Support of 
human beings is fully occupied, it will 
be found capable of maintaining four 
and a half billions more of people than 
it now contains, or four times as many 
people as there are now in the world. 

This seems, at first glance, to be 
very encouraging to the human race. 
But Mr. Ravenstein says it is not, be- 
cguse the race is increasing, in these 

ys of civilization, security and easy 
exchange among the nations, so very 
much faster than it ever increased be- 
fore that this margin will be exhausted 
and the world be full ina little overone 
hundred and eighty years. 

By the year 2072, according to Mr. 
Ravenstein’s calculations, the earth will 
have the six billions of inhabitants who 
are all that there is room for, and must, 
as it were, hang out the sign: ‘‘Standing 
room only.” Living room there will 
be none. 

Itis interesting to know that there 
were other men of science present at the 
meeting of the British Association, 
when these figures were given out, who 
did not at all agree with Mr. Raven- 
stein’s conclusions. They insisted that 
itis impossible to calculate, at the 
present time, what the ratio of increase 
of the world’s pspulation will be a gen- 
eration or two hence, or what are the 
earth’s real capabilities for sustaining 
life. Not only may the ratio of in- 
crease be sensibly altered, but the nour- 
ishing capacity of the earth may be 
added to many fdéid.—Christian Union.
